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APPLICATION INSTRUCTIONS

The target pest must be completely covered with spray. Oil residue on the plant surface often acts as a
feeding and oviposition deterrent. However, the primary target is the pest itself as oil is a contact pesticide.
DILUTE APPLICATIONS: Use the minimum number of gallons needed to completely cover all the tree
surfaces, but not to the point of runoff. For most tree fruits this can be as much as 300-800 gallons of spray
solution per acre or as low as 100 gallons of spray solution per acre for smaller trees. For mature citrus
trees this can be as much as 800-2000 gallons of spray solution per acre. Dilute applications typically
provide better coverage than concentrate applications.

CONCENTRATE APPLICATIONS: (usually from 45 to 125 gallons of spray solution per acre) may reduce
coverage and effectiveness. Concentrate application includes the use of low volume (from 10 to 100 gallons
of spray solution per acre) sprayers. A concentrate application can provide satisfactory results as long as
the spray unit is properly engineered, calibrated and operated. Speed of travel for ground application is
extremely important. Tractor speed from 1 M.P.H. to 4 M.P.H. is recommended depending on crop, crop
size and target pest.

A variety of factors including weather conditions (e.g., wind direction, wind speed, temperature, relative
humidity) and method of application (e.g., ground, aerial, airblast) can influence pesticide drift. The
applicator and grower must evaluate all factors and make appropriate adjustments when applying this
product.

Apply this product at rates of one (1) to five (5) gallons per acre (3 to
15 fl oz per 1,000 sqg. ft.) depending on water surface conditions and vegetative density. Use 1 to 2.5
gallons per acre (3 to 7.5 fl oz per 1,000 sq ft) if trees are in green tip stage, vegetative cover is light, and
water is relatively clean. To penetrate heavier or denser vegetative cover or if water is substantially polluted
use 2.5 to 5 gallons per acre (7.5 to 15 fl oz per 1000 sq ft). An average rate of 2.5 to 3 gallons per acre
(approximately 1 quart to 5,000 sq ft - a 50’-x-100’ area, 7.5 to 9 fl oz per 1,000 sq ft or 2 to 4 teaspoons per
100 sq ft — a 10’-x-10’ area) of water surface covers most conditions.

Aerial Application:

Apply this product at rates of two (2) to four (4) gallons per acre for salt marshes and swamps. Within these
limits adjust application rate according to surface conditions. An average rate of 3 gallons per acre (36
gallons per 100 ft swath mile) covers most conditions. Apply product to leave a thin film over the surface of
mosquito breeding areas. Include ground-based treatments of drainage ditches, catch basins, stagnant
pools, and open sewage basins to improve overall control. As high pressures and high velocities are not
needed for these applications, relatively light equipment can be used.

MODE OF ACTION
This product leaves a thin surface film over water in mosquito breeding areas and kills by suffocation.
Consequently, mosquitoes do not develop resistance.

STORAGE AND DISPOSAL

Pour rinsate into application equipment or a mix tank or store rinsate for later use or
disposal. Drain for 10 seconds after the flow begins to drip. Repeat this procedure two more times.

Rigid, nonrefillable plastic or metal containers greater than 5 gallons:

Nonrefillable container. Do not reuse or refill this container. Triple rinse container (or equivalent) promptly
after emptying. Triple rinse as follows: Empty the remaining contents into application equipment or a mix
tank. Fill the container 1/4 full with water. Replace and tighten closures. Tip container on its side and roll it
back and forth, ensuring at least one complete revolution, for 30 seconds. Stand the container on its end
and tip it back and forth several times. Turn the container over onto its other end and tip it back and forth
several times. Empty the rinsate into application equipment or a mix tank or store rinsate for later use or
disposal. Repeat this procedure two more times.

For Plastic containers greater than, equal to or less than 5 gallons: Offer for recycling. If recycling is
not available, puncture and dispose of container in a sanitary landfill or by incineration.

For Metal containers greater than, equal to or less than 5 gallons: Offer for recycling. If recycling is not
available, puncture and dispose of container in a sanitary landfill, or by other procedures approved by State
and Local authorities.
